London, Deo. 24.—In Poland the cen­ 
ter of Interest has shifted slightly 
south. 
Finding the direct road to 
W arsaw blocked by Russian reinforce­ 
ments the Germans made an attack 
from the southwest and have reached 
Skierniew ice, 
which 
is collie 
forty 
miles from the Polish capital. 
I hey have thus far failed to pierce 
the Russian lines, but have forced 
Grand Duke Nicholas to withdraw his 
forces from before Cracow. 
In this, 
one of the chief aims of their offensive 
I against 
Russia, 
the Germans 
have 
1 been successful. 
In Galicia, Russia has resumed the 
offensive against the Austro-Uerman 
torces, which have poured in from the 
west and across the Carpathians. Ac­ 
cording to the latest Petrograd report 
the 
Russians 
have 
inflicted 
heavy 
.losses on these forces, while in the 
north they have pursued into the in­ 
terior of Fast Prussia a small German 
army, which made a feint at W arsaw 
from the northwest. 


Predict Heavy Casualties. 


Although 
the 
allies 
have 
scored 
some successes In the battles in tho 
west they are meeting with very stub­ 
born resistance and military men warn 
the public that very heavy casualty 
lists • must be expected before any 
serious impression can be made on 
the German entrenchments. 
Activity seems to have been resum ­ 
ed along the Belgian coast, for it is 
announced that slight progress has 
been made by the allies between the 
sea and the road from N leu port to 
\\ estende. 
At other points similar 
fighting is proceeding with here suc­ 
cess, and there reverse, or failure of 
attack. 
The airmen on both sides have been 
extremely busy and aeroplanes have 
been swarming over Belgium, the avi- 
ators reconnoitering movements of the 
opposing 
troops 
and 
occasionally 
dropping bombs. 
Burges and Brussels have been vis­ 
ited by aviators from the ranks of the 
allies while Bethune and other towns 
in Northern France have received a t­ 
tention from the Germans.

Petrograd, Dec. 24.—Russian troops 
in the neighborhood of Tuchowg Gali 
cia, south of Tarnow, on observing the 
advance of the Twenty-sixth Austrian 
brigade, slipped past on parallel roads 
and surprised the Austrian rear, ac 
cording to reports received here. 
The 
Russians opened fire with machine 
guns 
and virtually 
annihilated tho 
whole brigade. 
During the last two days’ fighting 
in Southern Galicia, near the Car­ 
pathians, the Russians are reported 
to 
have captured 
more than 
4,000 
prisoners, including a major of the 
general staff and five other officers, 
besides three heavy guns and seven 
machine 
guns. 
In this 
region the 
Russians, it is said, are moving small 
detachments 
through the 
mountain 
passes. 
In the recent Austrian sortie 
from Przemysl the Russians captured 
a machine 
gun 
which they 
against the Austrians.

Washington, Dec. 24.—The British 
embassy issued the following state­ 
ment : 
“The military attache of the Ger­ 
man embassy has justified the killing 
of women and children by the imperial 
ngvy at Scarborough and Whitby on 
the ground that these places were de­ 
fended within the meaning of The 
Hague convention.

Are Attacking the Austrians in Gali- 


cia, but Are Said to Be Suffering 


Heavy Losses— Germans Succeed in 


Crossing Bzura and Pawka Rivers. 


Berlin, Dec. 24.—Among the items 
given out for publication by the offi­ 
cial press bureau were the following: 
“According to a Constantinople dis­ 
patch to the Frankfurter Zeitung the 
army under the command of Minister 
Of Marine Djemal Pasha has begun a 
march from 
Damascus 
toward the 
Suez canal. 
A brother of the sheik cf 
the Senussi is a member of Djemal’s 
staff. 
“S o >far as can be determined from 
authoritative reports the situation has 
not altered materially on either front 
in the last twenty-four hours. 
“Unquestionably heavy fighting is 
proceeding along 
the 
Bzura 
river. 
where one may fairly assume that the 
Russian position is extremely strong. 
“The Russian right apparently rests 
on the Vistuia river, affording it pro­ 
tection from flank attacks; in the rear 
are Nowo Georgiewsk and the War­ 
saw fortresses. The fact that the Ger­ 
mans succeeded in crossing the Bzura 
and Pawka rivers at certain places 
should render their task easier. 
“Vienna’s report shows that com­ 
parative quiet prevails in Middle and 
Southern Poland, but that the Rus­ 
sians have assumed the aggressive in 
Galicia, although at the cost of heavy 
losses. Along the lower Dunajec river 
the Russians are still battling in the

Zollman Makes Statement 


There is not a single Indian agent 
in the north country now and the ab­ 
sence of Uncle Sam’s marshals will 
continue until after the ho lid a y , as 
they have all left to spend the Christ­ 
mas vacations at (their home® in other 
parts of t h e country, and in conse­ 
quence th© &a’oon men in that region 
are happy at the Merry Christmas 
time. 
They w ill return in ten days. 
.Saloons in 19 towns in northem 
Minnesota have been closed by agents 
of the federal Indian bureau under 
th e terms of the Chippewa Indian 


Brewers’ association. 
In all. 72 sa­ 
loons oujt of 30'4 in the territory cov­ 
ered by the treaty have been closed, 
and ithe departm ent's activities have 
ceased for the present. 
Mr. Zollman 
said today that he does not expect 
to see any more saloons closed In that 
region for some time at least. 
“Only seven of (he towns ire act­ 
ually in Indian country,” said Mr. 
Zollman. 
“ They are 
Walker. Cuss 
Lake, Bemidji. Federal Dam, Bena, 
Ballclub and Boy River. 
The depart­ 
ment has authority under the treaty 
to establish a zone outside the actual 
Indian country In which saloons must 
close, but not to extend the closing 
order all over the treaty territory re­ 
gardless of whether it is Indian coun­ 
try.”

Pasteur gave us an insight into the 
germ theory. 
Lister applied P asteur’s teaching 
on germs to surgery, and introduce! 
what was'known then as “ antiseptic” 
surgery. 
L ister’s teaching relative t-o an ti­ 
septic surgery inspired' what is now 
known as ‘‘aseptic’’ surgery. 
Aseptic surgery 
means 
surgery 
without infection. 
Every surgeon knows that lie can 
operate to greater 
advantage 
and 
with less possibility of infection in a 
hospital,, where he has a clean oper­ 
ating room, clean nurses and assist­ 
ants and clean instruments, than in 
the home. 
The result of this knowl­ 
edge is that surgeons, quite general­ 
ly, have for years tried to persuade 
their patients to go to a hospital for 
operation, and patients willingly go 
to the hospitals now for such pur­ 
pose. 
The chief purpose of going to the 
hospital for a surgical operation is 
that, of protection of a single indi­ 
vidual again st infection: namely, the 
patient to be operated upon. 


These facts relating 
to 
surgery 
have revolutionized hospitals in rela­ 
tion to surgical work within the last 
fifty years. 


In some countries hospitals for the 
e.jre of those iii with an in f e c tio n 
disease are established. 
The 
p ur­ 
pose of sending a patient to such a 
hospital is, first, to sci lire the best 
treatment possible for the patient, 
and, second, to protect others from 
infection, 
in 
the caf*' of the pa­ 
tient going to a hospital for surgical 
care, th> 
purpose Is to prevent the 
infection of a single individual, 
in 
the case of the patient going to a 
hospital Tor an infectious disease, the 
purpose is not to protect a single in- 
(lividual but many, for, as a matter 
of fact, it is difficult, to care for any 
of the so-calied infectious diseases in 
the home without the disease spread­ 
ing to other members of the family, 
and to others in the community, and 
even to people far distant, 
in other 
word;?, the individual seeking a sur­ 
gical operation endangers 
no 
one 
while tile individual ill with an in­ 
fectious discase endanger* many. It 
would seem, therefore,, that the time 
should soon come when there should 
be scattered over the country hos­ 
pitals well equipped and well oper­ 
ated for tne care of those ill with 
any infectious disease. 


What is »he county sanatorium? 
It may be considered a specialized 
hospital for the care of one infec­ 
tious disease. 
Primarily, of course, 
the term ‘‘sanatorium" was applied 
to the institution intended for the 
care of only the early cases, and in 
this resp-ct it would be comparable 
witii 
the hospital for the care of 
surgical e lses, for the intent was that 
t Ii its institution should give th e indi­ 
vidual found iIT with the disease in 
its early stages a chance for recovery. 
The individual rather than the com­ 
munity was considered. 
As a matter 
of fact, many individuals bav 
been 
accepted in these so-called sanatoria 
who were *u fit cleanly advanced in the 
diseases to end'ang* r others. 
Hence 
their removal to the institu ion was 
o accomplish two purposes: ( I ) lo 
give the individual an opportunity to 
get well; ( 2 ) to prevent the infection 
of others. 
The Minnesota law relat­ 
ing to county sanatorium is so word­ 
ed as to provide for the care of all 
typis 
of tuberculous 
case. 
This 
means that the county sanatorium is 
ti ithi dual position of the hospital 
provided for the care of surgical cases 
aud of the hospital provided for the 
care of infectious diseases with th* 
intent of protecting the community.

may ask, "W hy should w<

For the purpose of increasing the 
day load of the municipally-owned 
Jacksonville,, Fla., electric light plant, 
the electrical committee of the board 
of bond trustees has authorized a 
straight cooking and 
heating rate 
af .two cents per kw. 'hour. 
This 
means 
for 
Jacksonville 
what 
is 
supposed' to be very close to the low­ 
est rate charged or electric current 
for this purpose of any city in the 
country and it will attrae/t widespread 
attention. 
That the plant is owned 
by the city will probably be used 
everywhere as a convincing argument 
in favor of munlcipally-owned) electric 
plants. 
The new rate will prove a 
i ll factor in reducing the present 
high cori of living. 
Recognized ex­ 
pert-; state tha; 
this low rate will 
supply the necessary fuel for cooking 
at an average of less than 40 cents 
per person 
per month. 
Indirectly, 
by increasing the day load of the 
plant, it will help materially in add­

these hospitals voluntarily. 
Tin in­ 
stitutions were rather for the unfort­ 
unates. 
Florence 
Nightingale 
brought 
about a complete change in the m i n ­ 
ing of the S'icki. 
It was she who was 
Largely responsible for the present 
system of trained nurses. 
In Birk­ 
en 'a time there were Sairy Gamps 
serving as nurses in h o sp ital. 
At 
the present time it would be difficult 
to find any nurse answering to sui b 
a description in a hospital in any civ­ 
ilized country. 
Pasteur gave us an insight into the 
germ theory. 
Lister applied Pasteur’s teaching 
on grrms to surgery, and introduced 
what was (known then as " a u i i j ’ptic" 
surgery. 
Lister's teaching relative to an ti­ 
septic surgi ry inspired what is now 
known as ‘ aseptic" surgery. 
Aseptic surgery 
means 
surgery 
without infection. 
Every surgeon knows that he can 
operate to greater 
advantage 
and 
with less possibility of infection in a 
hospital,, where he has a clean oper­ 
ating room, clean nurses and assist­ 
ants and clean inst rumen ts, than in 
the home. 
The result of this knowl­ 
edge is that surgeons, quite general­ 
ly, have for years tried to persuade 
their patients to go to a hospital for 
operation, anti patients willingly go 
to the hospitals now for such pur­ 
pose. 
The chief purpose of going to the 
hospital for a surgical operation is 
that, of protection of a single indi­ 
vidual against infection: namely, the 
patient to be operated upon. 


These facts relating 
to 
surgery 
have revolutionized hospitals in rela­ 
tion to surgical work within the last 
fifty years. 


In some countries hospitals for the 
care of those iii with an infectious 
disease are established. 
The 
pur­ 
pose of sending a patient to such a 
hospital is, first, to secure the best 
treatment possible for the patient, 
and, second, to protect others from 
infection, 
in the case of the pa­ 
tient going to a hospital for surgical 
care, the purpose is to prevent the 
infection o<t a single individual. 
In 
the case of tile patient going to a 
hospital for an infectious disease, the 
purpose is not to protect a single in­ 
dividual but many, for, as a matter 
of fact, it is difficult to care for any 
of the so-called infectious diseases in 
the home without the disease spread­ 
ing to other members of the family, 
and to others in the community, and 
even to people far distant. 
In other 
wolds, the Individual seeking a su r­ 
gical operation endangers 
no 
one 
while the individual ill with an in­ 
fectious disease endangers many. It 
would seem, therefore., that the time 
should soon came when there should 
be scattered over the country hos­ 
pitals well equipped and well oper­ 
ated for the care of those ill with 
any infectious disease. 


What is the county sanatorium? 
It may be considered a specialized 
hospital for the c ire of one infec­ 
tious disease. 
Primarily, of course, 
the term “sanatorium ’’ was applied 
to tin 
institution itll ended for the 
care of only the early cases, and in 
this respect it would be comparable 
with the hospital for the care of 
surgical cases, for the intent was that 
t i m institution should give the indi­ 
vidual found ill with the disease in 
its curly stages a chance for recovery. 
Tile individual rather than Hie com­ 
munity was considered. 
As a matter 
of fact, many individuals have bern 
accepted in these so-called sanatoria 
who were sufficiently advanced in the 
diseases to endtanger others. 
Hence 
their removal to the institu.lon was 
'o accomplish two purposes: ( I ) lo 
give the individual an opportunity to 
get well; (ii) to prevent the infection 
of others. 
The Minnesota law relat­ 
ing to county sanatorium is so word­ 
ed as to provide for the care of all 
types 
of tuberculous 
case. 
This 
means that the county sanatorium is 
in title dual posit ion of the hosp ilia I 
provided for the care of surgical cases 
aud of the hospital provided for the 
care of infectious diseases with the 
intent of protecting the community. 


I 
You may aski, "W hy should we 
have a hospital specialized for a sin ­ 
gle disease, under the name of coun­ 


ty s a n a to riu m ?" 
T h e answer is, be­ 
cause tuberculosis trills so many. 
I 
kill* more each year in Minnesota 
than ail of the other so-called infer- 
tious diseases combined. 
The deaths 
from tuberculosis in Minnesota dur­ 
ing 1913 were 2357— ta little ove” Un 
per cent of the Uxtal death* in *be 
state or that year, 
it is estimated 
that for every dieatth we must count 
five cases. 
This means bhat during 
the year 1913 there were about 12,- 
000 cases of tuberculosis in Mintiest) 
ta. 


It is a well known fact now tho 
tuberculosis is not an inherited dis 
ease, but rather that tho*: who sulfe 
from this disease receive their infer 
tion from others. 
We cannot contro 
this disease so long as we allow th 
tuberculous to mingle with other peo 
pie. 
The tuberculous sh x i i i not onlj 
be willing but anxious to go to th 
sr. I. a tori urn, 
for 
by si. doing the 
should! be placing themselves unde 
the best conditione poeeH'ble, and at 
the same time protecting hose w hoa 
they should be mort anxious to pro 
t e d : namely, their immediate, rela 
tives. 
It is possible, under ideal con 
ditions, to i'solafie the patient ill with 
an infectious disease at home for a 
short time, three or four weeks pos- 
sioiy. 
It is very difficult indeed to 
properly isolate the tuberculous in 
dividual at home, for the disease is 
as a rule, of long 'duration. 


The county sanatorium is of bene 
fit not only to the individual who got 
to it, through the greater opportuni­ 
ty that he or she has of recovery, and 
:to those closely associated with th 
individuals, but to the entire com­ 
munity. 


Under the old public health sys­ 
tem, we were not supposed) to do any­ 
thing until an epidemic appeared. 
Then our efforts were directed to sup­ 
pressing it. 
Undler the new public 
methods, it is the duty of the com­ 
munity, with the aid of ganatariams, 
to prevent epidemics. 
The 
proper 
(are of the tuberculous in sanatoria 
tends no protect the entire communi­ 
ty from infection. 
Not only this— 
it is a matter of economy for the 
community, or it is cheaper to take 
care of those who are sick than it is 
to take care of the dependents left 
by those w’ho die of tuberculosis. 


In Minnesota there is a la,w rela t­ 
ing to the suppression of communi­ 
cable diseases. 
This law covers tub­ 
erculosis aa 
well as sea riel* fever, 
c iphtheria, a n d other lik'e diseases. 
It compels the local authorities to 
atke all necessary steps for the con­ 
trol of the disease. 
The expense in­ 
volved in this work must be borne by 
those cared for if 
hey are able to 
pay. 
Otherwise it must be borne by 
the sanitary district (township, vil­ 
lage or city, as the* ease may be.) 
Said sanitary district 
can 
recover 
half of this expense from the county. 


The last legislature made provision 
for state aid 
in the 
construction, 
equipment and maintenance of coun­ 
ty sanatoria. 
A county, or group of 
counties, electing uo provide a county 
sanatorium can secure state aid to 
the extent of half tile cost of build­ 
ing, grounds and equipment for such 
institution, an d can secure five dol­ 
lar's a week (toward the support of ail 
patients in such institutions who are 
not able Co pay for their own keep. 


•Continlions under this state law,, 
therefore, are as follows: 
lf a tub­ 
erculosis patient is so taken care of 
at home by the local authorities as to 
prevent the infection of others, the 
expanse falls upon 
the community 
and the county. 
If 'here is a county 
sanatorium', the community is then 
relieved of its burden and the ex­ 
pense is borne by the county and the 
stvatjr 
The county 
must 
bear 
i s 
share under whichever law these p a ­ 
tients are taken care of. 


The county commissioners are in a 
position to transfer tile com munity’s 
burden to tile state. 
It would appear 
that every county would promptly 
take steps to provide the county s a n ­ 
atorium, in order 
to 
relieve 
the 
townships, especially ,of their burden 
in abe control of tuberculosis. 
It >s 
to be noted, however, that while this 
law was passed by the state nearly 
two years ago,, not a single county 
sanatorium has yet b£eu opened u n ­ 
der 11i Is law. 
Two county in stitu­ 
tions that were built under a previ­ 
ous law a t the expense of the county 
alone in each Instance have been in 
position bo t a k'e advantage of ti is 
stale law. 


The question may bo raised, "W hy 
the county sanatorium instead of the 
state sanatorium ?" 
There are I wa 
answers to this question. 
First, it 
is better in every way to take care of 
these patients near cheir homes than 
at remote points; and, second, cer­ 
tain states that Hied the state plan 
Ana aru udiw inclined to thin k th a t 
the county plan 
better. 
A third 
point might be made: namely, that 
with the county institution the peo­ 
ple of the community are ta kin g a d i­ 
rect interest iii this work, while with 
tin: st fate institution the people are 


not kept in touch with the needs of 
the acuation. 
I have stated th a t no counties have 
yet opened a sanatorium under the 
law of 1913. 
I should explain that 
Ramsey county was permitted, un- 
je r this law, to build a pavilion for 
the care of the tuberculosis in con­ 
nection with. the city and county hoe- 
pital located i'm St. Paul. 
This pa- 
vliian is erected and now in use1. 
I 
should further sta te that a number 
of counties have voted in favor of 
-he sanatorium, and within the next 
year several such institution* will be 
completed. 
At present there is such 
un institution in St. Louis county and 
in Otter Tail county, b o h built, how­ 
ever, under the law of 1911. 
One can readily understand that in 
considering such an institution when 
people are to be housed for a consid­ 
erable time, steps should be taken 
to make he place both attractive and 
comfortable. 
The institution should 
be locat 'd on a considerable tract of 
and so that the p a t i e n t s may have a 
esskxnable amount of freedom and In 
tome instances be given 
a 
certain 
imount of actual work. 
Im a general 
way it may be -tatted that uot less 
than forty a ’res should be provided 
upon which to locate such an insti­ 
tution. 
The first building in con­ 
certion with such an institution must 
of necessity be of considerable size, 
or it should proved? accomodation 
not only for a certain number of pa- 
ie n u but al o for all masters relat­ 
ing to its administration. 
Necessari- 
y, 'therefore, the first building will 
ta 
jc mc w a att 
expensive. 
Small 
fundings can be atiikd as needed, at 
a comparatively lower cosh per pa­ 
tten . 
It I? gemeraly estimated that 
he initial institution should be built 
ai a coct not to exceed $1,000 per 
>at ion t. 


The Otter Tail county sanatorium 
3 an illustration of what eau be done. 
I'he sanatorium commission of that 
county was made up of men thor­ 
oughly interested in the projdlt and 
at 'be same time looking out for the 
interests of their county. 
This coun­ 
ty sanatorium commission provided 
GO acres of land at a cost of $3,000, 
r e d e d a building at a coat of $15,- 
000, an d equipped1 the building for 
30 patients at a cost of $2500, m ak­ 
ing a total cost of $20,400 for an in- 
ititution Co care for 
30 
patients. 
Probably a Utile should be added or 
incidentals-to this amount but, at the 
lame time, in an emergency the in­ 
stitution could, as it now stands, care 
for more than 30 patients. 


PREPARED LFI7GTKY PROTEST 


Says Supreme' Court Does Ile* Make it 


Mandato y :n fie Government to 
Enforce Prohibition Clause 


Declaring that the United States 
upreme court decision in the "lid" 
ase does not make it mandatory on 
the government to enforce the prohi­ 
bition clause in the tract of 1855 
hroughout the affected territory, the 
Business Men’s Treaty committee has 
prepared a lengthy protest against 
the arbitrary exercises of the "power 
which undoubtedly rests in the gov­ 
ernment but which is entirely left 
wii th the department of the interior 
to enforce," says the Bemidji Pioneer. 
The protest is signed by Victor L. 
Power, mayor of Hibbing, chairman; 
M. T. Dunn, Brainerd1, vice chair­ 
man, and M. L. Roll, Cass Lakfe, sec­ 
retary. 
It has been 
forwarded 
to 
Franklin K. Lane,, secretary of the 
interior at Washington and probab­ 
ly will be presented to him today. 
After showing that the territory 
covered by the treaty contains 16,- 
UH square miles, as large as the 
t ties of Massachusetts, 
Rhode 
Is­ 
land, Delaware and Connecticut com­ 
bined, the professnts say that the en­ 
forcement of prohibition in such an 
xtensive district by the Federal gov- 
ernmetW is unlike any other situation 
which lias ever before arisen in the 
Baited States. 
"For forty-nine years," says the 
protest, "there has been no attempt 
tnorce the section of the treaty 
elating 
to intoxicants. 
Communi­ 
ties have been established. The coun­ 
try has undergone a complete t r a n s ­ 
formation. 
The 
Indian 
population 
has become insignificant as compared 
to the white. 
The white popu ation 
has by precedent and custom ha bit,- 
ally regulated ail mattery having 
to do with the sale and use of in­ 
toxicants under their respective lo­ 
cal and 
municipal governments or 
under the laws of the state of Min­ 
nesota without reference to the early 
treaty.” 
The 
following 
suggestions 
are 
made by the committee to Mr. Lane: 
The exclusion from the lSd order 
of organized municipalities where the 
treaty has never been applied. 
An active campaign for the con­ 
viction of bootleggers and other ped­ 
dlers of intoxicants to* Indians. 
The segregation of the areas where 
Indians actually live, within which 
rigid regulations should apply.

THE MAN WHO RULES THE WORLD TODAY 


Two or three little pictures before 
I really begin: 
It was the Pas de Calais at the end 
of October—an October blessed, in 
this year of dread, with clear, cool, 
bracing weather, much like our own 
Indian summer. Around a turn in the 
road came a strange, shuffling multi­ 
tude, doubly strange in that wellor­ 
dered landscape. 
At the head marched an old woman, 
a stalwart, straight-backed 
Flemish 
woman, vigorous in spite of her sixty 
years. 
Beside her walked a boy of 
not more than twelve, his figure al­ 
ready settling into a peasant solidity. 
He, like the old woman, carried on his 
back a bundle wrapped in a sheet. 
And between them they dragged by 
the hand a little girl, not more than 
six years old—half carried her, since 
now and then she raised her feet from 
the ground and let them support her. 
It was plain to see why she lifted 
her feet. 
Her poor little shoes, heavy 
though they had been In the begin­ 
ning, were worn clear through. 
Her 
clothes and hair were matted with 
dirt, and her face was gray with it, 
save for the streaks made by her 
tears. 
She had stopped trying now; 
she was beyond that. 
There comes 
the time with all these refugees, young 
and old, when they get beyond tears. 
Behind followed the rest of the refu­ 
gee caravan, like these leaders except 
for minor details. 
Of course, there 
was riot among them a man of vigor­ 
ous years—only a few grandfathers, 
trudging along beside their women 
folks. 
Mainly, it was a collection of 
young children—all, like the little girl 
in the leading party, beyond tears 
with misery. 
A dozen of tile women, at least, car­ 
ried babes in arms who had somehow 
survived the miseries of days and 
days of walking. 
These were the last 
of the Belgian refugees to pour into 
France. They came, mainly from that 
thickly settled, fertile, once prosper­ 
ous southwestern strip, along which 
Germans and allies were now fighting 
for the bridge-head of the Yser. 
But not all. 
Some ot them—as I 
learned from the few who had the en 
ergy to talk—lived further north. 
A 
month before they had fled from the 
German advance after the capture of 
Antwerp; and they had been fleeing 
ever 
since—sleeping 
in 
the 
fields 
through rain and shine, eating what 
oread of charity Heaven only knows 
The tail of the procession, I found, 
had halted at a crossroads 
beside 
which someone had erected a tent 
from blankets strung on sticks. 
As 
I approached, wondering what this 
might be, an automobile came whiz­ 
zing down the road at seventy miles 
an hour—there are no speed laws for 
military automobiles in time ot war. 
It stopped beside the tent; there was 
a parley and a man in Belgian un! 
form wearing a lied Cross brassard 
on his arm alighted. 
“What is it—what is happening?” I 
asked the first of the refugees beside 
the tent—an old man who crouched 
in the gutter. 
"Up enfant—a baby is being born,’ 
he said briefly. 
The man in uniform 
was a Belgian surgeon taking time 
from his work of repairing death to 
assist in giving life. 
Again: it was the next day in Calais 
—Calais, once so busy and so vener­ 
able, and in spots so pretty, but now 
faded and dirty with the passage of 
armies. 
Ten thousand of these rein 
gees came into Calais thai day. 
That 
day, also, the Red Cross was bringing 
in Belgian wounded by the thousand— 
there had been serious fighting along 
the Yser. 
The refugees, herded or escorted by 
the police, streamed down the streets 
to the concentration yards prepared 
for them on the docks of the French 
government, which was going to trans­ 
port them to the Midi as soon as it 
could get the steamers. 
You would 
I ear now and then the toot of an au­ 
tomobile horn, and the refugees would 
make way for the passage of a motor 
car loaded to capacity with the white­ 
faced wounded. 
The car would go on, 
and the refugees would close their 
gaps and resume their weary, nerve­ 
less pace. 
At the concentration yards they sat 
in family groups, the children huddled 
about their mothers and grandmothers 
like chickens around hens. 
No child 
among them laughed or played; they 
were too weary for that; but no child 
cried. 
I was trying to have speech 
with these refugees, and finding them 
too nerveless to give any account of 
their adventures, when an ambulance 
arrived. 
A nurse and a physician descended. 
A woman rose from a distant group 
and joined them. 
She carried in her 
arms a bundle wrapped in rags. 
The 
slant of her back showed that the ban­ 
di 3 contained a child—there is an atti­ 
tude of motherhood which none can 
mistake. 
The women in the nearest group fol­ 
lowed the pantomime with their tear­ 
less, hopeless eyes. 
“What is it?" I asked. 
For a lime none of the women an­ 
swered. Then one spoke in a dead tone. 
"lifer baby is dead," she said. 
"She 
had no milk in her.” 
All that happened on the fringe of 
Belgium, to the refugees who had 
made their way out and were nearing 
safety, and enough comfort to keep 
soul and body together. 
I could multiply instances from the 
observation of others. There was, for 
example, the group of two hundred 
MXugees who arrived in Holland eariy j 


in November. They carried with them 
four dead, newborn babies. 
It was the same story which one 
hears everywhere. 
The mothers were 
so reduced by privation that they had 
no milk of their own. 
As for cows’ 
milk, it was not to be had for any 
money. 
Add another picture, brought out by 
an American from Belgium. 
He stood 
one morning by the back door of a 
German cook camp, watching a group 
of Belgian women grubbing through 
the trash-heap piled up behind the 
camp. All these women carried babies. 
“W hat are they doing?” he asked a 
German sergeant with whom he had 
struck up acquaintance. 
"Scraping our condensed milk cans,” 
said the sergeant, 
“lt’6 the only way 
to get milk for their babies. 
I’ve seen 
them run their fingers round a can 
which looked as bright as a new coin, 
and hold them into the babies’ mouth! 
to suck. My company,’’ he added, “has 
been getting along without milk in its 
coffee and giving it to these women. 
We’ve received no orders to the con­ 
trary—and we’re mostly family men 
But we’re an exception; and it doesn’t 
go very far.” 
Here Is another recent picture from 
stricken Brussels, that gay, dainty 
lively city in old times—the city whose 
smiling people called it petit Baris. 
The scene is tho once busy, pleasant 
boulevard 
Bischofsheim. 
A 
woman 
collapses on a bench set along the 
sidewalk 
after the fashion of the 
Greater Baris. 
In her arms is a baby. 
A child staggers along, clinging to her 
apron 
The woman’s face Is blue and 
yellow; she Is on the verge of collapse, 
The baby, surely not over five months 
old, has a pale, lead-colored skin. 
Its 
mouth is open as though set that way 
Its eyes ar* closed. 
Two women of Brussels pass this 
unhappy group. 
They hurriedly ex­ 
change some words, turn back to the 
woman on the bench Then one stands 
guard 
while the other hastens for 
some milk and bread—such as is to bs 
found in the Brussels of today. 
They 
force a little milk between the teeth 
of the mother They let the baby drink 
Unweaned though it is, it drinks as 
though it had never drunk otherwise. 
To the face of the mother comes a 
few patches of color. 
She slowly re­ 
covers until she is able to eat a bit ol 
bread 0 The baby opens its mouth 
drinks"more greedily. 
"It has not fed 
since two days." the mother whispers 
The mother tries to rise from th« 
bench but she cannot. The elder child 
drinks the milk that Is left. 
It looks 
curiously at the piece of bread as if It 
did not know what it was. 
The moth­ 
er forces it to eat. 
A crowd has gath 
ered, murmuring. 
This sight is not 
new', yet each time it draws a little 
crowd 
Every one would like to giv« 
—but no one can 
Who is not poor at 
thhs moment? Many of them have chil 
dren at home who today weigh less 
than the day they were born. 
Let us view the situation in cold 
blood. 
Belgium is shut off from the 
world—ringed with steel. 
Her own 
food supply was used up long ago, 
either by the people or by their con 
querors. 
The cattle were first of a1! 
to go; even in August I saw- the Gen 
mans killing milch cows for rations 
A cow' or a small dairy herd is left 
here or there; but they are the excep 
tions 
Again, the suckling baby must haws 
motjier’s milk or a substitute. 
Thers 
is. of course, no substitute to be had 
in Belgium and equally there Is little 
mother’s milk. 
Every woman knows that a civilized 
nursing mother must "keep up hoi 
strength.” 
She must have nourishing 
food—In many cases special food. Ev­ 
ery woman knows that a certain pro­ 
portion of civilized mothers cannot 
feed their own babies even at that. 
Nourishing food—special food! 
Th# 
news which filters out of that locked 
stricken country to the American Com 
mission for Relief in Belgium makes 
a sarcasm and a mockery of those 
phrases. 
In many, if in not most Belgian 
cities, the populace Is down to one 
large baker’s bun a day, issued by ths 
municipal authorities. In some places, 
the authorities have been able to sum 
plement that ration by one bowl ol 
cabbage soup a day. One bun and one 
bowl of cabbage soup a day—for a 
nursing mother! 
Even allowing for the reduction ol 
the birth rate due to the war, tilers 
must have been forty thousand births 
in Belgium since the Germans cam# 
There will be forty thousand more la 
this winter of hardship and privation. 
How many of the newly-arrived fort* 
thousand have already died u nneeei 
sarily 
undecorated, unsung victims ti 
this war—no one will ever know’. 
How many of the coming forty tho*. 
sand will die this winter depends uw 
on us In America—upon how' murli 
food we send to the nursing mother*, 
how much milk to the babies. 
No 
Christmas 
in 
our 
time 
has 
brought such a call for tile Christmas 
spirit as this. 
Belgium is starving. 
America is trying xxi feed the Belgians. 
The best we can do is to give them 
quarter 
rations 
this 
winter — just 
enough to keep soul and body togeth­ 
er. We cannot do even that unless ev­ 
ery American helps. 
A barrel of flour 
will pull two Belgian adults through 
this winter 
A case of condensed 
milk will save the lives of three Bel­ 
gian children. A few' tins of meat will 
give a nursing mother the strength 
to keep her child alive 
Think of that 
when you sit down to your Christmas 
dinner. 
Many organizations 
are 
soliciting 
food and funds. 
If there is one in 
your community help it. 
If there is 
none— start one 
The Commission for 
Relief in Belgium, 71 Broadway, New 
York, will tell yon hew to go to work.

Mosquitos Inhabiting: 
Salt 
Marshes 
Near Seacoast Have Been Found 


Inland as Far as 3 Miles 


An article in the current Jo u rn al of 
the American 
Medical 
Association 
says: 
One of the problem s/that has arisen 
in connection with the part played by 
insects as carriers of disease concerns 
the distance which they may be able 
to (travel from one locality to anoth 
er. 
This has frequently been consid­ 
ered in this country in connection 
with mosquitos which are responsible 
for the prevalence of m alaria. With 
their breeding-place® known, it has 
become desirable in some cases to as­ 
certain w hat the range of their ac­ 
tivities m ight be in respect to the 
territory which can be covered by in­ 
sects. 
It has been learned th a t mos­ 
quitos which 
inhabit salt marshes 
near the acaeost may be found in­ 
land at a distance as great as three 
miles. 
Far less appears to be known with 
regard to the m igrations of the com­ 
mon housefly, an insect charged witn 
responsibility for typhoid fever and 
other infectious diseases. 
A series 
of studies conducted in Cambridge, 
England, cm the range of 'the flight 
of flies of this species has been made 
the subject of a report to the Local 
Government Board on Public H ealth 
and 
Medical Subjects. 
Upward of 
IV, OOO fliej re e lib e rat ii,, under var­ 
ious meteorologic 
conditions, 
from 
the medical buildings at Cambridgs!. 
Of ftese insects, colored for identifi­ 
cation, IDI were recovered. 
The re­ 
sults showed that house-flies tend to 
travel either against or across the 
wind. 
The actual direction followed 
may be determ ined either directly and 
by (the action of (the wind,, or indi­ 
rectly owing to the flies being at­ 
tracted by odors from food. 
A point 
in favor of this supposition is the na­ 
il' e of Cli. *,la tte r at w V c'i Aids w e n 
recovered after ithey had traveled any 
distance. 
These comprised a butch­ 
e r ’s shop, public houses and a res­ 
taurant, all of which gave off odors 
that are notoriously 
attractiv e 
to 
flies. 
The chief conditions favoring 
the dispersal of flies are fine weather 
and a warm tem perature. 
The na­ 
ture of the locality is another con­ 
siderable factor, because in town flies 
do not travel as far as in open coun­ 
t y . probably du I to the f o > t aud sh e l­ 
ter afforded by the houses.. 
.With 
regard' to The altitude of the point of 
liberation, flies set free from the roof 
tended lo disperse slightly better than 
tnose liberated from the ground, but 
the differences are not very consid- 
eiable. 
lit has been observed, w ith 
regard to the vertical flight of the 
house-fly, th a t it may m ount almost 
directly upw ard to a height of forty­ 
five feet or more. 
The time of da 
appears to influence the dispersal of 
the insects, as,, apparently, wnen set 
free in the afternoon they do not scat­ 
ter so well as when liberated' in the 
morning. 
The maxmum flight observed in the 
thickly housed localities in Cambridge 
was abouit a quarter of a mile. 
In 
one case, where a part Of the distance 
was across open fenland, a flight of 
770 yards was noted. 
In experim ents 
conducted in Coalkt county, Illinois, 
by S. A. Forbes, flies were trapped 
and after being sprayed with a chem ­ 
ical solution for recognition, w'ere lib­ 
erated from a hospital in that dis­ 
trict. 
They too were recovered a 
distances ranging up to a quarter of 
a mile from th e point of liberation. 
The distance flies may travel to reach 
dwellings is controlled 
by 
circum ­ 
stances. 
Almost any reasonable dis­ 
tance may be covered by the fly un 
der compulsion to reaah food and 
shelter. 


Other floating spots are due to cob­ 
web-like masses of inflammatory m a­ 
terial which are throw n out into the 
fluid of the eye by some low grade 
inflammation. 
These spots usually 
obscure the vision, which 
is 
their 
great point of difference from the for­ 
mer ones. 
la ie, of course, very im ­ 
portant to find 
out 
in 
any 
case 
w hether th® ..pots are due to inflam­ 
m ation. or not, and tills can only be 
done by a skilled observer. 
It is a 
prevalent idea th a t the wearing of a 
dotted* 
veil may 
leave 
perm anent 
spots in the field of vision. 
While 
the dotted veil may be a source of 
strain by causing (the wearer to pull 
on the eye muscles in order to avoid 
the obstruction to vision, it certainly 
is not the case th a t the dots, or any 
other object seen. can be perm anent­ 
ly photographed on the nerve tissues 
of the eye. 
There is only one ex­ 
ception (to this statem ent. 
(Many 
who have carelessly looked too much 
at the sun, generally in observing ithc 
eclipse, have actually 
produced 
a 
slight inflamingt;ry change in the re­ 
tina, so that there is always a blurry 
pot wherever they loofa. 
But it is 
doubtful if any light less brilliant 
than the sun can produce a perm an­ 
ent spot, and certainly a dark object 
can not do so.

This Condition Has Given Rise to a

According to the Journal of the 
American Medical

Almost everyone either r 
fixed or 
floating spots at 
times, 
or 
hears 
some friend complain of these cyndi- 
f'ons, so -‘that it is not strange th at 
many popular 
misconceptions 
have 
arisen. The commonest form of float­ 
ing spots are these w h i : \ are known 
by the name of muscae m utants., an 
old name whicn indicates: how long 
the condition has 
been 
observed. 
These are tiny transparent chains, or 
strings, which are seen especially on 
a white or brightly illum inated field. 
They persistently float in the line of 
vision, and though a shake of tho 
head may carry them out o F the way, 
they at once float back again. 
These 
spots are probably caused by th 
re­ 
mains in the fluid part of the eye of 
certain cells which should have been 
completely absorbed in the develop­ 
m ent of the eye. 
They never lead to 
im pairm ent of vision and, as before 
o u ted , are 
perfectly 
transparent.

In the preamble to his speci­ 
fication Gustier states that he has ‘‘in­ 
vented and discovered a* new aud use­ 
ful m anufacture or com position of m at­ 
ter. tieing a new liquid hydrocarbon 
which I denom inate a s'k erosen e.’ ” So 
far as we are aw are and as far as the 
patent office exam iners are aware, this 
is the first instance iii which the word 
kerosene w as .suggested as a trademark 
or a mime for w hat was then generally 
called “rock oil.”—Scientific American
